WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
rule proposed by the Federal 
T rade 
Com mission 
would 
re ­ 
quire 
cigarette m anufacturers 
to disclose ta r and nicotine fig­ 
ures in their advertising. 
The rule, sure to be fought by 
the tobacco industry , would re ­ 
quire that all cig arette advertis- ) 
ing list the ta r content to the 
nearest m illigram and nicotine 
contents to the nearest one-tenth i 
m illigram . 
The proposal, announced by I 
the FTC today , will be the sub­ 
ject of public hearings begin­ 
ning Oct. 15. It would have the 
effec* of law if adopted by the 
com m ission after the hearings. 
A source in the FTC said F ri­ 
day that tar and nicotine con­ 
tent was settled upon as the 
best indication of health haz­ 
ard s in smoking because of a 
19 66 study by the U.S. surgeon 
general that links tar and nico­ 
tine to frequency of disease.

TH E NEW DETECTION sy stem u ses a h arm less 
radioactiv e istope, Indiu m III, wh ich fastens itself 
to tu m ors and bone cancer and th en sends ou t a 
flash ing blip wh ich is pick ed u p on “ ph otograph s.” 
Th e isotope is introdu ced to th e body in a liq u id 
wh ich is injected into a v ein in th e arm . 


One of th e big adv antages of th e new sy stem is 
th at it enables m edical personnel to establish th e 
location of th e cancer in th e body and not ju st its 
presence as present ch em ical detection m eth ods do. 


It also prov ides inform ation on secondary can­ 
ce rs th at m igh t be ov erlook ed by a doctor treating 
an obv iou s tu m or and rev eals th e spread of a can­ 
c e r to oth er parts of th e body . 
In th e post-treatm ent period, it enables a ph y si­ 
cian to m ak e certain th at all th e cancer h as been 
rem ov ed and th at it is not growing again. 
Anoth er im portant featu re of th e new sy stem is 
th at th e am ou nt of radiation absorbed by th e body 
from Indiu m is less th an th at absorbed in m any 
of th e standard X -ray procedu res. 


FORTUNATELY THE new testing sy stem is rel­ 
ativ ely inex pensiv e and cou ’d be u sed to screen 
large nu m bers of people at regu lar interv als. 
T h ere is m ore research to be done to m ak e th e 
tests fast and sim ple, h ow ev er, and th is h as been 
stalled du e to lack of m oney . With su ch a prom is­ 
ing dev elopm ent ju st ov er th e h orizon, it wou ld 
seem th at fu nds m u st be av ailable som ew h ere to 
ex pidite th e research at Oh io State. 
TTie prospect of th e pu b’ic going in for regu lar 
canc er detection tests m u ch as we now get tu ber­ 
cu losis X -ray s is too m arv elou s to be delay ed any 
longer th an absolu tely necessary .
